For Old Interior Woodwork 


- WHERE THE SURFACE HAS BEEN PREVIOUSLY PAINTED OR VARNISHED 


If the surface is in good condition, without having cracked, checked or peeled, simply 
remove all gloss with sandpaper to secure a smooth, even foundation. 


If, on the contrary, the old coating has cracked, checked or peeled, it is absolutely 
necessary to erase all traces of the old paint or other coating with Paint and Varnish 
Remover. After this is done, it is equally essential that all traces of the Remover be 
eliminated from the wood by wiping thoroughly with gasoline. Allow ample time to dry. 


These precautions must be taken in the order named to insure the proper adherence of 
all undercoats. Then proceed as follows: 


First Coat: — Pure white lead ground in oil, thinned with three quarts of turpentine, one 
quart of boiled linseed oil, and about half a gill of Japan dryer to the gallon.
